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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest wherein said recess is bounded by a 
passage in a wall between said layer and a surface of said at least one optical 
element nearest to said layer and by said at least one optical element nearest to 
said layer, said radiation beam passing through said passage in combination with 
all the other elements recited in independent claim 1 . 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest wherein said interspace between said 
layer and said surface of said at least one optical element nearest to said layer 
has a thickness H, the layer and the at least one optical element are moved 
relative to each other at a velocity V, the liquid is supplied via an outflow opening 
having a width W measured in a plane parallel to said layer and at a flow rate 
equal to 0.5*B*H*(W + a*H)*V, where a is a constant between 1 and 10 and B is 
a constant between 1 and 3 in combination with all the other steps recited in 
independent claim 8. 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest wherein said recess is bounded by a 
passage in a wall between said spot and a surface of said at least one optical 
element nearest to said spot and by said surface of said at least one optical 
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element nearest to said spot, said passage forming said outflow opening in 
combination with all the other elements recited in independent claim 9.
